to'bsve beociflie a very gent.-- 1 ! fixillog with 

. ibs but* worts oAMADiiK jomuiAU, 
fur whilst there are- a very-kit obscure 
secular sheels in some remote localities 
wbioh seem to regard it as- t&a thing K> 
follow the example of the unruly boye of 
their ill Conditioned townaliips, and fling 
med and worse at the Salnlionists, it is an 
nngainsayable fact that - dnring the last 
two years or more, 'there in hardly a 
journal of reptite or literary merit atnonget 
lie, which has not on some oooasion or 
other spoken in termsof the highest respect 
of our organisation,, ils work and its 
results. Be that as it may. howem. tlie 
article of the Globe referred to has evidently 
awakonod in some quarters a very nnpleas- 
ant state of feeling. During the few weeks 
that have elapsed since ite appearance the 
oorreapondenoe oolomns of the same paper 
have been ornamented wilu some produc- 
tions, which, considering the quarter from 
which they came, we feel it would have 
been better lor the reputation of the writ, w 
if tboy had never been penned and submit' 
ted to the Tordict of an impartial public.

■hinderance'eao result to tlie Army. W- 
nre glad, however, that true to its tradi 
tioiiH and discipliiie the Army offiaially

Tba fact that a European or a^ Canadian 
can or can not live as a native is, after all 
only a aids issue; and whether thsy will 
be starved to death remains to be seen. 
For soms three or ioor.yean oar officers 
have worked on this line and no one has 
been starred to death yet, what Mrs. 
Tucker did. or did not die of is no criterion 
because she -amn ctwa dawn to realty 
native or fakir lines, but the fact tbat there 
are Canadians on the spot who have been 
living on these lines for two years past, 
and who repor t tb eniscl vos in good health and 
spirits should' clearly count for something. 
Major Moss Bab! has been rebuked and 
contradicted, in the most Christian spirit 
of oonrse, because he . has characterized 
the missionary, efforts of the past as in a 
great measure a failure, but he has the 
facta and figures of the past to appeal to, 
whilst those who predict the failure of the 
S. A. moflea have notbing but their own 
incredulity to' stand upon, and if they 
appeal to the facts sndfis' lrea( "' tne Army' 
history in India, thew certainly all pom. 
in the other direction. But if the Major 
errs, he does so in very gond company. 
A year ago we drew atler.lion to eome 
etalemants of Canon Taylor's, a no mean 
authority, on this -very nubject and it is 
rather a coincide! 'a that a recent article' 
of this reverend gentleman's in the Fori- 
nightly Kenton ehonld so fully endorse all 
that tba Major putp forward and also so 
fully coinoiile with what be denounces as 
[he caunn of tbo failure, the want of sym- 
pathy between the missionaries and the 
heathen. 

On this subject tba Canon writes thus

European missionaries fail 
beeauBe they attempt to make Asiatics or 
Africans inio middlo-clara Eiigliflb Philis- 
tines, letam succeeds better than Chriat- 
iainty, largely, because it leaves the people 
uudieturbsd to nil the outward oircum- 
stancos of tbuir lives. It has been well 
said that the teachers that would appeal 
Buccassfuliy to Asiatics or Africans, should 
be ae unlike as possible to English rectors 
or dissenting minialers, efforts modelled' 
on the pattttf n of an Islington district are 
doomed ti> failure. Sir W. Hunter 
reminds as that for the last twenty-four 
oeiwiries every pieacher who baa appealed 
to tbo popular hoart has out himself off 
from the world by a solemn aot, like

Hi) must bo an ascetic, and must come 
forth from his soli tury aelf communings with 
a mesaago to hie followmon. Our mission- 
arise have not those qualifications. He 
taUa us tUat the natives tegatd, a misewnuy 
as ' a charitable Englishman who keeps 
an excellent cheap school, speaks thu 
language well, preaches a European form 
of the old incarnations and tnades, and 
drives oat hie wife and his little ones in a 
pony- carriage.' The pony-carriage is 
obviously fatal to the missionary's inflo. 
once. If St. Paul, before starting on one 
o! bio missionary journeys, had required

The Canon then goes on to speak or tlie 
Salvation Army as fulfilling the type of 
this great renunciation -' Mr. Taoker," he 
says, " their leader, has given proof of bia 
sincerity by aarread«tvng a locrative post 
in the Indian Civil Service. He leads a 
barefooted raiment of two hundred sold- 
iers, who go for life, who give up every 
thing the; Lava, who receive no payment, 
but are content with a bate aubsisiencs. 
They' abstain from the flesh of animals, 
the slaughter of which is an abomination 
to the Hindoo, they touch no alcohol, their 
food ia » handful of rice and curry, whieli 
they beg from dav to day from those w 
whom tiey minister. Lite the natives 
they oil their bodies with collar oil, 
they go barefooted, wrth tnrbanB to protect 
them from tho sun, and their dress is a 
few yards of calieo, costing about Ss ($1). 
The whole maintenance of each missionary 
doeanot exceed 2a (60 otsi a week, or £5 
($2* a year. Like the successful Morav- 
ian missionaries in South Africa or the 
West Indies, their object is to become 
native*, to live among the natives exactly 
as the natives live, simply exhibiting a 
nobler life and higher aims. They 
never argue or discuss doctrines, or go 
into tha "evidences" of Christianity. They 
exhibit tbe ascetic lite which appeals so 
strungly to the Hindoos; Tbsy say * see 
what oar religion bas done for ne, bow 
happy it makes ^l*. and how it enables ns 
to dkoiee poverty and wmtmw tha troubles 
of this world, how it makes as contented 
and cheerful and free from sin.' The 
natives like the drams and the tom-toms, 
the lively singing, the bright banners end 
the processions, and follow them in crowds, 
while they find the Church Missionary 
Society services on tbe Islington model 
dull and slow. It may not be a high ideal 
oi religion, but it appeals to Indiana joat 
ns it anneals to the least educated classes 
at home. It may not be a high ideal of 
religion, butitisahighidealofm 
leaL A* tn« of tbe greatest misaiontries 
has said, the beat preachers are 

hot cum wobds, snr oun lives ; 
and our deaths, if need be, are better 
preachers BtiU. TJe must bold up thi 
spectacle of devoted lives to' suable tin 
people to understand the first elements of 
thn Christian faith." And then the Canon 
quotes in support of his position from the 
moat noble and self-dovoted authority that 
has adorned the Victorian age "General 
Gordon iu one of his last letters, has to'd 
us the eame hard truth. Writing from 
Khartoum, he eays, in his trenchant style: 
* There is not tbe least doubt that thtre i> 
an immense virgin field for an apostle u 
thosa countries among the blsok tribe. 1 '. 
But where will yon find, an apostle? A 
man must give up everything, understand 
— srcryfAtn?, evaythinirt No half or 
three-quarter measure will do. He _must 
be dean to the .world, havo no ties of any 
sort, and long for deaUi when it may please 
God to take him. There are few, very few 
such, end yet, what a field.'" 

Surely we need no belter authority to 
prove that Mosa Bhai was right, and his 
detractors or contradictors wrong. We 
have no desire to argue with oar friends, 
tha Glob* correspondents ; from their stand- 
point fliese things may very wattbo strange 



and now fanglcd, bat judged by the stand- 
ard of tho eternal Gospel thoy aro true 
missionary types. The valiant Bonis who 
have left for India " coant not their lives 
dear," they have gone oat to be Hindoos 
to the Hindoos willing toeafiar end if need 
he die if by any means they can savs some. 
One correspondent has thought fit to it- 
tact General Booth for "sending ont peo- 
ple to be etarved," as well might ho attack 
the Lord Himself for tending oat the 
seventy without puree or scrip to receive 
each things as were given onto them. Nay, 
wa say it reverently, it would be as logical 
to attack the Father Himself for aparing 
tbe eternal Son to die for the Bins of His 
brethren. Out upon such rot and drivel- 
ling sentimentality I Thank God tbe 
simple faith and heroio self-abnegation of 
our comrades in Indiaandon their journey 
thither, stand oat like a pillar of Bra 
against the murky mists of- a selfish and 
luxurious time; and they represent tba 
better elements which thread like seams 
of gold tho miro and clay which rosks up 
so much of oar world. They have gona 
forth at their Father's call, to delight as 
little children to do tho little work and 
service He desires at them. Heed they 
fear or doubt for food, for strength, for life 
lo do all Hu raoaires of them to do ? Not 
upon mere rations of rice doled out grudg- 
ingly to them Bball they bo fed, hat apon 
that '■ daily bread " wliiob He shall send 
through the hearts and hands or those 
whom He has moved to love and interest 
through their self-sacrifice. 
There is sceptism onongh and to spars 
oongst us, but there ia sod ever bas been 
a remnant of believing soule, who have re- 
ceived oa little children the revelation of 
the Secret ol tbe Word and to whom all 
the difficulties and the doabts of a ques- 
tioning generation no motf affect

I cannot make .op iny mind (I pray your 
(brbearanoe with me) as to whether I 
should be prcoent tliet evening or not. It 
Iooke aa. though I ought not to ho present, 
haviog refused , to take part in the play. 
Thau, ou the other hand, 1 ask myself 
tbe question, " What are we to do to pro- 
mote healthy recreation or fun?" If I 
put a dampor on tho affair I am afraid of 
bringing a slar opon our Christianity, The 
piece chosen baa a good moral to it. How* 
ever, I want to do that which will glorify 
God the most. 

The following is a copy of tbu reply to 
tho foregoing letter : — 

My dear ,' whatever I may say, my 

only desire ia lo do you good. Indued to 
' do good is what I now live for. I have 
not nnw the eame ambition to "get on in 
tbe world," aa people put it, that I once 
bad, but I do wish to get on iu Christian 
experience ; and I thank God I am getting 
on in that, and why? Just, beeaoso I 
have put mysull in God's lianda, and am 
willing He should do with me whatever 
Hn wishes. Pen cannot write, nor tongue 
tell the joy that has accompanied this sub- 
mission of my will to the will of God. 

Bow little those who put tho world firs'. 
and Christ second understand the feelings 
ana experience of others who just reverse 
tbo order and pot Christ first. Nothing 
also ia needed by tho latter. Christ is all 
lliey need. He is their riches, their plea- 
sure, in fact, their world. What do thuy 
want to be taking part in tbe enjoyments 
of those who have not that taste for spiri- 
tual things that they have acquired? 
They " walk not after the flesh but after 
the spirit." That being eo, their delight 
is io those things which are purely spiri- 
tual. 

There should be no difficulty in settling 
such questions as you suggest. If wo wiab 
to be lights in Hie world which ib bo given 
up to temporal things, we must have our 
lamps always burning.

The demanda of the wax outside our own 
quarters may make it impossible for some 
of ns, or at any rate for those who are not 
in lha fullest strength, to thoroughly fight 
ont the home quealion ; bnt I do hope 
some day to see a home of which I can 
say, withont hesitation — "That is it" 
Borne of our officer's quartan on the con- 
tinent come very near lha mark, but then 
they are blessed with poverty. When 
shall wo dare so completely to ohanpe our 
whole system of living as to make it pos- 
sible to be as comfortablo as they are with 
as few dollars a week? Jnst aa soon oa 
we fi\;Ut it out. God help us. Nay, 1 
irugt by Self-Denial Week, Ho has helped 
many a one on- towards the goal, 

unno oh raws oeitib a DAT 
or loss makes it mooh easier. I do believe, 
to carry on the fight inside your dwelling- 
house, whether it be you own borne or 
only lodgings ; bnt we who have not 
reached this glorious depth most try to 
make the most of our opportonity to fight 
under tbe roof under which we sleep all 
tho eamo. 

And first, wilh regard to the adults liv- 
ing whore you live. 

How was it with many or yon when 
yon first got saved? Yon not only at- 
tacked the enemy across tbe table your- 
self, but your whole lib and oonvereation 
was aueh that nobody in the bousa could 
havo any poaco.

Every 
time you want out there was a sort of feel- 
ing of relief. Is that the slate of things 
now? or, have yoo, like eo many more, 
settled down into a state of truoe, in which 
tbe ungodly pronounce you "a vary quiet. 
nice kind " of a porson f 

Settle it in your mind that you will not 
be nice and quiet to .anybody under your 
roof as long as they are in rebellion 
against God. Love them, as lha mother" 
loves tbe child. Sbe. will make any effort 
that can be imagined to show it kindness, 
but she can scarcely bo persuaded to sleep 
or eat while the uhild is in danger, and 
she will do anything to pluck it out of that 
danger, either by gentle or rough means.

"Lord, save this dear 
man," without any direct attack upon 
him; hut if there are two or three or yoo, 
and while one is praying another ia speak- 
ing to him andenlrealiug hhnlo surrender 
on the spot, in multitudes of oases there 
would be success. 

Should means of this kind fail there are 
plenty of albere. Put the "War Cry" aod 
other Army news in his way. Get some- 
body to write him, whether signing their 
name or not. Get tho likeliest officers or 
soldiers you know to have a word with 
him privately. Lei bira Hod queer little 
scraps of paper aboot bis clothes, his enp
